Males totalled 20,430,623, 
an increase of 676,176; and femates 22,335,907, an increase of 1,259,953, 
All the principai cities have increased, from 1.2 in Leeds to 9.4 in Birming- 
ham, except’ London and Bradford. The former is now 4,483,249, a 
decrease of 38,438; and the latter 285,979, a decrease of 2,479. 

The population of Greater London ts 7,476,168 compared with 
7,251,358 an increase of 3 1. Birmingham with 919,433 i3 now the second 


city in England. 
THE BLIGHT OF WAR. 

The increase of population in England and Wales is 1,814,750, which 
is only about half the increase in the preceding intercensal period and less 
than any corresponding figure since i811. The fall in the birth rate during 
the years 1915 and 1918 is the heaviest recorded, and is 25 per cent below 
the normal. The direction of the movement changed on the cessation of 
hostilities and large increases were recorded since 1918, but these have not 
compensated for the deficiencies of the preceding four years. The deaths 
on the other hand show no such decline to 1918, while the notable reduction 
in deaths since 1918 with an increase ia births has combined ta produce 
in 1920 a natural increase greater than that of any previous year. 

A table snows the steadily increasing predominance of urban compared 
with the rural element, the increase in urban population being 6.6 compared 
with 1911. .

" GREAT AIR SPORTS. 


“PAGEANT AT HENDON, 


The King and Qaeen and their 
family and something tike 80,000 
othe: people spent a brilliant after- 
noon at Hendon watching the great 
air sports held for the benefit of the 
RAF. memorial fund. This encr- 
Tous crowd looked absurdly small, 
from the back of a big Handley 
Page during the handicap races. 
When you are going at about 
70 miles an hour 1,000 feet or so in 
the airacrowd is curiously negligible, 
This one was a mere speckled edging 
to a big field. 

The great plane suddenly sank and 
then heeled sideways—“bempy with 
the beat,” said the. pilot—and interest 
in the scenery was lost for a moment. 
Suddenly ‘other aereplares ap 
Peared far below. These were 
competitors, They seemed ridiculous- 
ly small and frivolous things 
compired with the huge machine, 
which was like those that run on the 
air line to Paris, but without the 
luxury of a cabin. These com- 
petitors, glaocing-blue and silver in 
the sun, were-playing games - like 
butterflies over the fields. One stood 
on its side so to speak; another tossed 
itself in the nir like a swallow at 
evening. The sight. of their antics 
gave to all a ‘comfortable sense of 
security, 

WAR THRILLS. 

London has never seen a more 
varied exhibition of flying skill. 
Many of the finest R.A.F, pilots— 
men with long ribbon rows, Zeppelin 
strafers, Gotha finishers—were show- 
ing of their best. They had all kinds 
of machines, from war antiquities 
like the BE. to the very latest, such 
as the Nighthawk that can do 160 
miles an hour. The crowd came 
nearer to the racecourse aspect than 
at any earlier air pageant. There 
were widespreading motor parks, 
popular crushes, bizarre summer 
costumes—everything as at Ascot 
except the betting. Te is 
dificult to make an air .show 
spectacular enough to draw the 
people, but all the ingenuity of_the 
RAF. was at work to this end, and 
sueceeded. 

The star turns were the war thrills, 
In a corner of the field they had built 
asham French village cf aerdplane 
wings and canvas to be bombed to 
Pieces by the men. At the approach 
of British bombers droning io the 
tky the alarm was givea by a Klaxon 
horn, and the terrified inhabitants 
(R.AF. supers) rushed for safety. 
The formation descended and dropped 
bombs into the scenery which at 
once disappeared in real flames. 
Unfortunately for the enemy 
“General Blitzenscooter,” the com- 
mander, was struck by a bomb as he 
tried to escape by aeroplane and 
apparently annihilated.. This event 
rounded off the afternoon with fine 
noise and excitement. 

There had previously been several 
displays of air fighting. Two fierce 
Spi; were seen making rings 
found a Bristol fighter and harassiog 
it considerably. The experts were 
chiefly interested in the duel between 
two of the most. modern single- 
seater fighters, Nighthawk and 
Siskin. These “mystery” machines 
showed astonishing speed as they 
played at fighting a duel high in the 
sky. They manceuvred for position, 
and, as it were, rolled over one an- 
other- as-in-a real. “dog fight.” At 
times the crackle of machine guns 
was heard. . 

The, triple parachute descent was 
a good thrill. A man threw himself 
ont of a Handley-Page froma height 
of about a thousand feet. He dropp- 
eda hundred feet or so and then 
dangled below a red and white 
striped parachute. Immediately 
be dropped again, and a white para- 
chute uofolded and held him, and 
thirdly he did the same per- 
formance with a blue, parachute. 
He came to earth at Jast with 
Perfect ease. This was post-war of 
course. The war did not last long 
enough to perfect parachuting from 
aeroplanes, - 

Big bombers were attacked by 
flerce swift fighters and came down 
in (imitation) flames. High-fiyiog 
war planes concealed themselves in 
an artificial cloud, roaring all to 
gether, A flight of six planes swept 
down in srrow formation. The dis- 
plays of pure skill in flying were 
bird-like in grace and ease.

more complex thao that of the future 
of the Anglo-Japanese AlUiance. 
Broadly speaking. public opinion In 
the Dominions and in India appears 
to favour a tenewal of the AlUance, 
upon terms, anda similar disposition 
has been clearly manifested in the 
Press and in the utterance of public 
men in Japan, At the same time. It 
appears to be generally understood 
that the terms of the present Treaty 
will require modification and closet 
detinition under certain headings if 
the pact is to serve as 8 useful and 
permanent instrument, adaptable to 
the changed and changing conditions 
in the Far East. So many and s 
great, indeed, are the changes which 
have taken place on both sides cf the 
Pacific since the Treaty Was renewed 
(for the second time) on Tuly 13, 1911 


so few remain of the causes which led 


of the original agree= 
qoo2, that at first 
sight the necessity. and even the 
utility, of a new Treaty of Alliance 
may not he appatert. 

Some of thase who question ov 
oppose it have invoked the Covenant 
of the League of Nations a 3 funda- 
mental change in worlil-polities to 
which both Great. Britain and Japan | 
have subscribed, which should, as 3 
matter of course, rende 
and defensive alliances superfluous. | 
not ta say inexpedient. Others point 
to the fact that the danger of Russian } 
aggression against India and Eastern 
Asia (the first cause of the Alliance) 
having ceased to exist. no good pure 
pose, essential to the preservation 
of peace, will be served by its renewal. 
But the elimination of Russia 
military activities in the Far East is 
only one of many dramatic changes | 
which have taken place in that region | 
during the past 10 years. The passing 
of the German Heet. the rapid in- 
crease of Japan's wealth and commerce 
resultant from the war in Burope ; 
the definite adoption by the United 
States of a policy aiming at naval 
supremacy: the opening of the 
Panama Canal: the collapse of con- 
stituted authority in China: the 
movements tawards independence of 
Mongolia and Tibet : these. and the| 
increasing severity of economic pres 
sure in all parts of the’ globe. have! 
combined to transfer the centre of the! 
world’s immediate problems. political 
and economic. from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. 

FOUNDATION TRUTHS, 

And it is because of this trans 
ference, and of the elements of strife 
latent in the new situation thus creat- 
ed, that it is to-day more than ever 
desirable that Great Britain and 
Japan should renew their Alhance. 
under conditions calculated to prevent

A CONDITION PRECEDEST. 

[The extent and results of the ascend- 
ancy which Japan has established in 
China in the coume of the past 10 
‘Years will be discussed in due course. 
For the present, I deal only with the 
actual situation in the 18 provinces 
of China, desiring at the outset to 
emphasize the fact. which every 
impartial Observer must admit, that 
the iramediate future offers no hap: of 
the establishment of a stable central 
government at Peking, ot of per-’ 
manent financial equilibrium. And 
this being so, no renewal ofthe Alliance 
can serve to promote the cause of 
peace in the Fur East, of fo reconcile 
the respective interests of the com- 
mercial Powers, unless it  re-usserts 
in all sincerity that article of the ex- 
isting Treaty which provides for * the 
preservation of the commen interests 
of all Powers in China by insuring in- 
dependence and intess ¥ of the 
Chinese Empire and the principle of 
equal opportunities for the commerce 
and industry of all nations in China.” 

Now, the history of what has hap- 
pened in Korea and the failure of 
the Treaty of Portsmouth te 
protect China's sovereign rights in 
Manchuria since 1905, afford sufficient 
proof, if proof be needed, that Con- 
ventions of this kind can never be 
relied upon to setve their avowed, 
benevolent ends, unless inspired by 
permanent community of interest oT 


{by mutual, recagnition of restrain- 


ing forces in the background. There- 
fore. if the renewal of the Alliance is 
to be of real benefit to, China. and, 
through her, to the case af peace and 
international conunerce, those who 
ust begin by detining 
of this 
community of interest, and. there- 
after proceed to reconcile it with the 
accomiplished facts of the situation. 
on broad fines of policy, wherever 
this can be done without viclation of 
fundamental principles of justice and 
right. A step towards full and frank 
discussion of the actual position of 
affairs in China has recently been 
taken in the negotiations of the Four- 
Powers Consortium, and in the con- 
clusion of their international agree- 
ment to render financial assistance to 
China under conditions which (in the 
words of the American State Depart- 
ment) shall “supplant the intense 
spirit of competition by 9 spirit of 
mutuality and co-operation. But 
more remains to 
things to be undone. before the com- 
munity of interest (or. in other words 
the principle of equal opportunities) 
can be regarded ax satisfactorily 
established and safeguarded for the 
future. 
“INCAPABLE “YUUNG CHINA,” 

The salient and incontestable fact 
which emerges from the recent history 
of China is that the political factions 
which have misruled the country 
since the Revolution have proved 
themselves not only incapable of pre- 
serving its independence and integrity. 
but that many of their actions have 
tended directly to jeopardize that 
independence und to undermine that 
integrity. This aspect of the Chin; 
ese question must be faced. Public 


the Far East from becoming once 
more the arena of cuntlicting interests : 
that, pending the general sanction of 
the League of Nations as ar effective 
international suthority, they should 
unite und agree in w common policy 
and yood will and reciprocity, baxed 
on a community of legitimate com- 
mercial interests. 

In discussing the conditions wn- 
der which the Alliance should be re- 
newed, no good purpose will be 
served by shutting our eyes to ate 
complished facts. unpleasant. though 
they may be. Let us not try to solve 
dificult questions with catchwords, 
or to dodge realities with formulx. 
The furidamental realities which con- 
front us to-day in the Far East, taken 
jn the order of their importance, are: 
first, the military weakness. financial 
chaos, and political disorganization 

of China ; second, the economic and 
. political ascendancy of Japan in that 
country and her policy of * peaceful 
penetration” in Manchuria and 
Mongolia ; and third, the increasing 
recognition by the commercial Powers 
(notably the United Stute~) of the 
future importance “of China as a 


opinion’ in England and in America 
is vaguely conscious of the fact that 
the “forward” policy adopted by 
Japan in China, while Europe was 
engaged in war, cannot be reconciled 
with either the spirit or the letter of 
the Treaty of Alliance, but it is not 
so generally understood that the ad- 
vantageous position which Japan has, 
secured for herself since.in May, 1915 
she abandoned Group V. of the “21 
Demands,” in deference tu the re- 
presentations of the Powers. could 
never have been attained but for the 
unpatriotic venality of the officials 
who constitute and exploit the Go- 
vernment of China. : 

The Chinese themselves are under 
no illusions concerning this lamentable 
state of affairs, but public opinion 
abroad has been misled, and the truth 
concealed, a5 the result of the pro- 
paganda conducted by the Liticians 
and publicists who hobtially appeal 
to the sympathies of the civilized 
world, in the name of Democracy, on 
behalf of young’ China and its Re- 
public, nobly struggling to be free. 
It is to be observed that, since the 
Revolution, must of China's diploma-

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be done, and certain ‘ 


tie representatives abroad have been 
drawn from the'class of young “* west- 
emm-lesrning” officials, highly in- 
telligent and adaptable products of 
European education, and that their 
activities at Versailles, Geneva, and 
elsewhere have contributed. largely 
to the creation of a very erroneous 
impression as to the position and 
prospects of affairs in China. Thus, 
at the present time, when the Chinese 
Government is completely demoralized 
and faced’ with inevitable bank- 
ruptcy. when throughout the country 
the defenceless people are being mer- 
cilessly harassed and plundered by 
lawless soldiery and brigands, we 
find in seversl directions their 
influence at work, enlisting sentiment 
and sympathy in support of the alleg- 
ed progress of Liberal ideas and 
democratic institutions in Chins. 
PAPER REFORMS. 
Financiers point to the recent 
growth. of her foreign trade as proof 
of increasing prosperity (one might 
as well say that a man who puts on 
weight must be healthy), while 
philanthropists and vocational idealists 
expatiate on the humanitarian and 
social reforms which the enlighten- 
ed government of the Republic has 
so rapidly effected, ¢.g., the abolition 
of torture in judicial proceedings, the 
freedom of the Press, the advance of 
education. the emancipstion of educa- 
tian, and the suppression of the opium 
traffic. 
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paper. and that the unrelieved suffer- 
ings 0 
than they were under the Manchus, 
‘in no way detracts from the complac- 
ent satisfaction af China’s diplomatic 
agents in partibus ; nor doex it .give 
them pause in agitating for the aboli- 
tioa of extraterritorial rights and 
-against the renewal of the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance, as derogatory to 
the dignity and distasteful to the 
sentiments of the Chinese people. 
Their attitude simply ignores all the 
realities of the situation. 

They protest loudly (and with good 
cause) against the injustice done to 
‘China by Japan, and condoned by 
the Allies at Versailles. with — re- 
gard to the Shantung question, but 
. they say nothing of the lanientable 
‘ fact that, before and after the Chinese 
:Goverument’s representatives at 
‘Versailles bad declined to sim a 
| Treaty which recorded this violation 
, of. their country’s sovereign : nights, 
the Government itself. was busily 
‘engaged im conceding to Japan, in 
return for subsidies and loans, many 
.tights, privileges and concessions 
calculated to prejudice thcir future 
; independence. If Young China were 
j sincere in seeking the true cause of 
‘the nation’s political discantents and 
financial emborressments, it would 
find it in the incorrigible money-lust 
of the mandarin class, which has 
always paved and still paves the way 
for alien policies of “* peaceful pen- 
etration.” 

CHINA'S DISTBESSES. 

It is useless at this juncture to dis- 
guise the truth that Chira’s weak- 
pess—more marked to-day than ever 
before—constitutes the pivotal fact 
of the Far Eastern problem, More- 
over, because of the opportunities of 
aggression and exploitation which 
this weakness invites, it constitutes 
a Constant source of dangerous 
rivalry. ‘It is also evident that, “if 
thig weakness is to be cured, the 
nation’s independence preserved, and 
its resources developed to the 
general advantage of international 
trade, it will be necessary before long 
for the Powery,concerned to intervene, 
and to insist- upon certain seal re- 
forms, namely, the disbandment of 
the Tuchuns’ rabble armies, the reor- 
ganization of the administration and 
the restoration of normal fiscal re- 
lotions between Peking and the pro- 
vinces, 

Grest Britain and Japan, as the 
two countries possessing the largest 
vested interests and trade in China, 
are well within their rights in dis- 
cudsing these matters; to refrain 
from so doing for fear of hurting 
China's amour propre, would be a 
cruel kindness, The time has come 
for all concerned (America included) 
to face the facts, to cease from pro- 
claiming the magical virtue of political 
phrases, and by full and’ frank con- 
sultation to devise means for putting 
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The fact that these reforms 
have been accomplished only on

for end to « state of affairs which 
cannot possibly confer credit on China’s 
rulers, and which inflicts infinite 
suffering an her people. If, as E hope 
and believe, the Japanese Govern 
meat is ready. to co-operate loyally 
tothe end, the renewal of the Alliance 
will be an event of good augury, and 
welcome to every true friend af China. 

There are, of course, other aspects 
of the Alliance besides those which 
arise out of the situation in China, to 
which I shal! refer hereafter. But 
when all is said and done, it was 
China's weakness which led to the 
RussoJapanese struggle for Korea.

JHE CASSEL COXCESSION.

“STATEMENT IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Lonpon, August 5. 

Mfr. B. Kenyon (Co. L.) asked whether the Government was aware that 
tne Cassel concession in Kwangtung Province had established a practical 
zaining monopoly. Whether it was opposed by all sections of the Chinese. 
Whether the American representative on the Consortium regarded the 
agreement as violatiag the Consortium conditions. 

Mr. Cecil Harmsworth,the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, replied. 
that some misunderstanding existed regarding the concession. The 
Syndicate was permitied to search for coal and another mineral, The 
agreement was not monopolistic, but confers prospecting rights for coal in 
certain districts: It allows fifteen months for selection of the mining 
areca and excludes 51 mines in those districts which are already 
granted to other parties. The concessionaires are not a British company,” 
bet a Sino-British company formed on lines which have proved mutually 
beneficial elsewhere in China. The British firma interested include those of 
the highest standing in the Far East, and the agreement represents years 
_ of effort. Tt will relieve Chinese and foreign shipping in South China from 
the ‘serious handicap imposed by dependence on isaported coal. The 
agreement has been negotiated with the provincial authcrities strictly in 
accordance with the Chinese Government’s rule that the terms must be 
settied with the provincial authorities before ratification by the Central 
Government. There is opposition of some sort to practically every 
agreement made in China, but in this case there had not been any marked 
opposition other thac that instigated for political purposes. The Minister 
made a formal applicaticn for rati€cation on October 30th last, but owing 
te certain difficulties the agreement was referred back for further discussion 
of the points in detail with the Caatoa authorities.
